Details of offer reach Pottstown 
Rubber workers strike could end in 10 days

Details of the offer to the 
United Rubber Workers reached 
Pottstown Friday and prompted 
union officials to predict the 
strike 
against tire manufac­ 
turers may be over in 10 days. 
The

Firestone Tire & Rubber Co., 
accepted Friday by the URW 
Firestone policy 
committee 
raises wages nearly $1.44 an 
hour and grants the uncapped 


cost of living adjustment the 
union demanded. 
The approval clears the way 
for consideration of non-money 
issues in the union’s 115-day-old 
strike. 
“ It looks like we’ll be going 
back to work soon,” said George 
Ruyak, recording secretary of 
Local 336, at the Lower Pott- 
sgrove plant. 
Ruyak said the details of the 
money package were told to him 
by phone but he said he would 


not release the details until after 
the union's Sunday meeting. The 
local policy committee is flying 
back to the area to present the 
results 
to the 
membership, 
Ruyak said. 
O v e ra ll,

agreement adds about 40 per 
cent 
to the URW’s 
former 
package of wages and benefits 
that averaged $§.05 an hour. 
The union won much of its 
direct 
money 
demands 
but 
failed to get the retirement,

Benefit factors 
it wanted, though it did gain 
improvement in those areas. 
Copies of the Firestone plan 
were 
seen 
by 
rep o rters, 
however, and showed wages 
were to rise 88.8 cents an hour 
the first year, 35 cents the 
second year and 25 cents in the 
third. 
The pattern agreement for the 
industry as a whole sets the 
first-year increase at TO cents, 


but sources indicated that other 
individual firms may juggle 
figures 
to carve out 
sums 
similar to the 8.8 cent Firestone 
edge. 
The cost of living adjustment 
on which the first payment will 
come next April 4 will add one 
cent an hour for each four-tenths 
of one per cent rise in the Con­ 
sumer Price Index, computed 
quarterly. 
Ruyak said he thought the 
proposal “looks good” but added

Laborers from the Peter Scott

cheered as the structure twisted 
and wrenched loose from the 
foundation 
and the 
debris 
disappeared under a cloud of 
dust.

Director1 Carroll Mattingly said 
he intended to have McCrory’s 
remove only a few charred 
portions of the facade that 
threatened 
to fall. 
But the 
building was weakened by the 
February 1975 fire more than 
expected. 
“You ever see a row of 
dominoes 
fall?” 
Mattinlly 
commented. 
McCrory’s officials in York 
said the basement, sidewalks 
and the floor that remain are for 
sale. There are several .persons

Lord said he had not intended 
to pull down the front wall, but

gave out. 
Before 
demolition began, the roof had 
been settling slowly, as much as 
five feet since the fire. Lord 
said. 
The .settling roof was pushing 
on the front wall which had 
bowed and cracked badly. If the 
wall had not come down, it could 
have presented a danger. 
“The weight of the roof would 
have blown the front out,” Lord 
said. 
Lord said that despite the 
stresses that were not accounted 
for, 
demolition 
proceeded 
smoothly. 
“The only problem I’ve had is 
with the men and all the girls

Eucharistic victjms 
Legion disease 
hospitalizes 2 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - A 
priest 
and 
another 
man 
associated with the 41st In­ 
t e r n a t i o n a l 
E u c h a ri s t i c 
Congress that drew some one 
million visitors here last week 
have been hospitalized 
with 
symptoms of “legionnaire’s 
disease,” health authorities said 
Friday night. 
They are the first confirmed 
cases of the disease since Aug. 3, 
said Dr. Lewis Polk, acting 
Philadelphia 
health 
com­ 
missioner. 
The two were admitted to 
hospitals in Washington, D.C., 
and Danbury, Conn after at­ 
t ending 
the 
Euc ha ri st ic 
Congress Aug. 1-8, authorities 
said. 


Many area residents attended 


the International Eucharistic 
Congress in Philadelphia. 


But officials at both Pottstown 
Memorial Medical Center and 
Phoenixville Hospital said late 
Friday that they have admitted 
no patients with 
symptoms 


similar to the “legionnaires 
disease.”

both 
hospitals also said they have no 
patients known to have attended 
the Eucharistic Congress. 


Morton Rosen, Pennsylvania 
deputy 
health commissioner, 
said the state Health Depart­ 
ment was notified of the cases 
by the victims’ physicians. 
“They have all the symp­ 
toms,” said Rosen. He said both 
had temperatures in excess of 
102 degrees, coughs and X rays 
showing positive pneumonia. 
'“We expected it to be (con­ 
firmed) because there was too 
much similarity,” Rosen said. 
Authorities said the latest 
victims 
are 
a 
54-year-old 
monsignor and a 32-year-old 
musician. Their names were not 
immediately available Friday 
night. 
“The important thing is that 
they 
are not critically or 
dangerously sick,” Polk said. 
“Obviously pneumonia 
is a 
serious disease but they are not 
expected to die or become 
desperately ill. ”

Divers fail 
in search for 
missing man

A 
Phoenixville 
man 
was 
missing and presumed drowned 
Friday night after a family 
outing on the banks of the 
Schuylkill River turned into a 
tradgedy. 
R e s c u e 
w o r k e r s 
u n- 
successfully dragged the muddy 
waters for the body of Mariano 
Vazquez, 39, 237 Franklin St. 
who reportedly was wading in 
the river with a friend when he 
apparently stepped into a hole 
and went under. Vazquez could 
not swim. 
Severo Arroyo, 28, 495 Nutt 
Road, said he dove down for his 
companion and managed to 
grab hold of him once, but lost 
his grip. After several dives, 
Arroyo hollared to Vazquez’s 
wife, Cindy—who was fishing 
from the shore—to call for help. 
The Friendship Fire 'Company 
was alerted and its diving unit 
dispatched to the scene shortly 
after 6 p.m. They were joined by 
divers from the Mont Clare and 
Spring-Ford diving units. Also 
summoned was the West End 
Ambulance and Rescue Squad. 
Volunteers searched for more 
than four hours until abandoning 
the search at 11 p.m. The river- 
dragging will resume early this 
morning. 
Motor boats from the Spring- 
Ford, Friendship and the Mont 
Clare 
rescue 
squads 
were 
placed in the water for the grim 
duty of dragging for the body. 
As Vazquez's wife and friend 
stood on the shore with a large 
number of rescue volunteers, 
the boats combed the waters of 
the 
Schuylkill.

generators were hooked up on 
the store to power strong lights 
to help the workers in their task.

Judge halts N.J. oil drilling plan 


NEW YORK (AP) - Saying 
the rights of states had been 
“ almost completely ignored,'’ a 
federal judge on Friday tem ­ 
porarily blocked the federal 
government’s plans to make its 
first sale of oil and natural gas 
leases in the Atlantic Ocean. 
U.S. 
District Judge 
Jack 
W e i n s t e i n 
g r a n t e d 
a 
preliminary injunction against 
the sale next Tuesday of the 
leases on 876,750 acres off the 
New Jersey coast. He acted in a 
suit brought against the Interior 
Department by New York state 
and others concerned about 
environmental impact of the 
planned sale. 
The 
Interior 
Department 
appealed the decision to the 2nd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Manhattan and was granted a 
hearing Monday morning. A 
department spokesman said it 


was possible the court could rule 
quickly enough to allow the sale 
to proceed on schedule. 
At the sale, oil companies 
were to have submitted sealed 
bids for the right to search for oil 
in 
an 
area 
known as the 
Baltimore 
Canyon 
Trough, 
which lies 47 to 92 miles off the 
New Jersey coast and 60 miles 
south of Long Island. 
G o v e r n m e n t 
geologists 
estimate that the area holds 400 
million to 1.4 billion barrels of oil 
and 2.6 trillion to 9.4 trillion 
cubic feet of natural gas. 
Sale of the leases is part of the 
government’s program to ac­ 
celerate the leasing on the outer 
continental shelf to make the 
nation less dependent on foreign 
countries for oil. 
A key part of Weinstein’s 
ruling was the fact that any oil 
found was to be brought ashore 


in pipelines. 
“ The federal government has 
almost completely ignored the 
rights of states to prohibit 
pipelines from encroaching on 
their shores,” he said in his 
decision. 
“ It is the states, not the 
federal government or the oil 
companies which will decide 
how the land inside the three- 
mile limit is to be used. State 
decisions banning pipelines are 
not 
inconceivable given 
the 
substantial 
environmental 
impact that a pipeline and oil 
spilling» from a pipeline may 
have on coastal lands.” 
The alternative to pipelines, 
bringing the 
oil 
ashore on 
tankers, would greatly increase 
the chances of a spill, the judge 
noted. 
The states most likely to be 
affected by pipelines or other 


onshore development such as 
new refineries are Virginia, 
M aryland, 
Delaware, 
New 
Jersey and New York. 
Of their combined coastline of 
3,265 miles, 18 per cent is used 
for public or private recreation 
and 28 per cent is undeveloped — 
an untouched home for wildlife. 
These states are designing 
plans to manage the develop­ 
ment of their coastal lands, but 
they won’t be completed before 
next year. The fear among 
environmentalists was that oil 
development would come before 
they 
had 
their 
planning 
programs in operation to cope 
with it. 
The preliminary injunction 
was designed to block the sale 
while the lawsuit seeking a 
permanent 
ban 
on offshore 
drilling continues. That could 
take many months.

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Wayne Hays 
withdraws 
as candidate 
EAST 
LIVERPOOL, 
Ohio 
(AP) — Rep. Wayne L. Hays, 
whose affair with Elizabeth Ray 
touched off a congressional sex 
scandal 
which has virtually 
destroyed his political career, 
withdrew Friday as a candidate 
for re-election. 
However, Justice Department 
officials said Hays’ withdrawal 
will have no effect on their in­ 
vestigations of alleged payroll 
improprieties involving 
Miss 
Ray’s employment on Hays’ 
House 
Administration 
Com­ 
mittee. 
Hays, who only three months 
ago was one of the 
most 
powerful and most feared men 
in the House, submitted his with­ 
drawal letter to the Columbiana 
County Board of Elections here. 
He will retain his seat, minus 
most of his powerful chair­ 
manships, until his 14th term 
expires in January. 
In a statement released in 
Washington, 
the 
Democratic 
congressm an 
cited 
health 
reasons and what he called 
harrassment by The Washington 
Post, which first reported the 
payroll-sex scandal. 
“ I do this with a heavy heart,” 
Hays said in his statement. 
"However, the current state of 
my health coupled with the 
harassment my family and 1 
have taken from the Washington 
Post have led me to conclude 
that I should step down at the 
end of my current term .” 
In an interview Thursday, 
Hays had said he was con­ 
sidering withdrawal because “ I 
don’t want to give that woman 
another chance to make an 
appearance.” 
“ If my not running would wipe 
out her publicity, that would be a 
factor,” Hays said then. Miss 
Ray has used the scandal to 
promote her book, “Washington 
Fringe Benefit.” 
Hays was not immediately 
available for further comment.

In 1!M4 the U.S. Submarine TANG en­ 
countered a convoy of Japanese tankers and 
troopships in the Formosa Strait. She fired 
three fast shots. The first torpedo struck a 
tanker, which caught fire. The 
second 
crippled a transport, and the third struck a 
destroyer. The night glowed with the glare of 
burning ships, tracer bullets and exploding 
shells as the TANG, maneuvering to a safe 
distance, loaded her last two torpedoes and 
again charged on the convoy. 
As the second torpedo was fired, the 
lookout stared in shocked am azem ent. The 
m issle swerved sharply, turned and made a 
circular run straight back to the TANG. The 
blast that followed flung the Com m ander and 
eight of his men into the water to be picked 
up later by a Japanese destroyer. The TANG 
plunged 180 feet to the bottom, a victim of 
her own last torpedo. 


Life has a way of using our own weapons 
against us. Time and again we find our 
purposes defeated by our own met hods. Fate 
has such a round-about way of dealing with 
us that at times it seems to act like a 
boomerang. Often we lose control of our best- 
laid plans and devises and fine them working 
against us. 
A Tacoma prankster fixed a blank car­ 
tridge to explode under the chair of a friend. 
He tried it out on himself first, and was 
carried away in an ambulance. 
J. Edgar Hoover, FBI chief, filed a com­ 
plaint with a Washington restaurant — his 
hat was missing. 
A Michigan state prisoner won a legal 
battle for a retrial to void his 5-year sen­ 
tence. When the judge heard the evidence a 
second time, he doubled the original sen­ 
tence. 


But often what seem s to be the hand of a 
hostile fate is really our own hand — 
misplayed. In fact it is foolish to blam e fate 
for your failures. You can’t bring it into 
court as a competent witness on your behalf. 
One day in 1889. John Hammond, agent of 
the Wells Fargo Company in Oklahoma, sent 
his main office a telegram , informing them 
th at he had stolen their gold shipm ent of 
$50,000, had hidden it securely, and now 
aw aited arrest. Hammond told the officers, 
“ I ’ll get 18 years in prison, so while I ’m there 
I’ll be earning $2,500 a year. I’m young and I 
can afford to wait.’’ 


The years slipped by. When the prisoner 
walked out to freedom, a guard handed him a 
letter from the Wells Fargo Company which 
read: “ This is to inform you that when the 
parallel track was laid last month through 
Caddo, laborers running the track dug up the 
trunk containing the $50,000 where you had 
hidden it about 50 feet in back of the railroad 
statio n !” 
F ate seldom pursues a man; it is invited by 
him . We are more the m aster of our fate than 
we think. It is easy to excuse our blunders by 
blam ing them on fate or bad luck. And many 
folks go through life without once looking 
th eir mistakes in the face. 


A bishop once suggested to Louis XI of 
F rance, “ Make an iron cage for all those who 
do not think as we think.” And it was 
fashioned according to the bishop’s direc­ 
tions — an iron cage in which the captive 
could neither lie down nor stand erect. But 
Ml? bishop himself apparently didn’t see eye 
to eye with His M ajesty. So for 14 y ears the 
bishop was confined to the cage — a victim of 
his own prison. 
So the hand of fate is in reality our own 
hand working against us. Space is curved, 
and many of our m istakes return through the 
back of our life. But, after all, isn ’t that 
where they belong?

Reporter gets 
another view 
of disaster

N ew spaper 
reporters 
are 
w atchers. 
Voyeurs. Peeping Toms, so to speak. 
We write of other people’s tragedies, look 
into their smoke-blackened rooms and gutted 
houses. 
Ask about dollar-figure dam age 
estim ates and their plans. 
Within the profession, triple fatal accidents 
and million dollar fires are not treats to 
behold. They are, however, important. 
The heart beats faster, the hours of the 
working day speed by. These are page one 
by-line stories. 
Q uestions 
are 
asked 
freely, 
often 
aggressively — they m ust be. A story must 
be complete. Privacy, though respected, 
cannot be paramount. Disasters quickly 
become the public realm . 
But in the irony of life, there are tim es 
when the reporter trades his inquisitive role 
for th at of the participant. He becomes the 
one whose privacy may be invaded or who is 
caught at less than his best. 
In a day, a person can move from end to 
end. Asking the questions in the morning, he 
may find himself providing answers during 
the night. 
For example — Tuesday. 
Two fires damaged homes in the Pottstown 
area Tuesday. The first was a house fire in 
East Vincent Township, just outside the 
Spring City borough line. The second was an 
apartm ent building blaze in College Arms, 
Collegeville. 
The Spring City fire was an interesting 
news story. A 15-year-old was rescued from a 
smoke-filled 
bedroom; 
the 
house 
was 
destroyed by smoke, w ater and heat. The 
basem ent recreation room was gutted by 
flam es. 
In my reporter role, I interviewed the right 
people — the fire chief as to cause and 
dam ages; the lady of the house as to what 
she lost. 


The thought may have crossed my mind 
that dollar estimates and smoke dam age do 
not show what is missing at the end of the 
day. It is the treasure a person has m ade for 
himself — that special place each family 
calls its home, the niche away from the 
crowds. 
But facts are what make news, not sup­ 
positions or ideas or viewpoints. 
Then in the evening, I was routed from my 
own carefully-evolving home. An apartm ent, 
sure, but still the place of my belongings and 
my own design. 
The fire alarm in the hallway sounded like 
an extended telephone ring, no loud clanging 
or proclaim ing of a great trouble. My 
husband opened the apartm ent door to a 
hallway 
filled with 
billowing smoke. 
I 
grabbed a warm robe, and we ran outside. 
A reporter is perhaps more frightened, and 
at the sam e time, looks more cooly upon a 
personal tragedy. I left my place knowing 
what soot and heat can do. But I was listening 
for good quotations, counting minutes till the 
fire companies arrived — always carefully 
observing. 


The building was not engulfed in flam es; 
there were no injuries; there was one 
dram atic rescue by ladder from a third floor 
window. No one suffered smoke inhalation or 
burns. 
The fire was under control in 15 minutes. 
D am age 
was extensive to hallways, 
a 
staircase and the back door. It was no big 
deal. 
No press-stopping new’s. 
But we watched as smoke which had risen 
through the stairwell poured out from our 
second 
floor 
apartm ent 
windows. 
My 
husband mumbled about the hours spent in 
refinishing our old furniture; I thought of the 
plants nursed to full foliage during several 
years. 
Old photographs, an antique trunk, our 
carved art finds from resort cities — these 
are not tabulated in the dam age estim ate. 
But they are what is lost. 


We 
were, of course, 
lucky. 
But the 
questions which seem so natural during 
someone else’s disaster are now so silly. 
W hat we are asked to assess are prized 
possessions. I cannot tell the dam age a layer 
of soot m ay have caused to our hanging m ass 
of Swedish ivy, or our plaid cloth sofa-bed. 
I am in the business of asking questions. 
And being at the other end is not a com­ 
fortable spot. No one likes trouble, in­ 
convenience or a bedroom filled with soot. 
It is difficult to watch as your own castle 
falls away.

Juggling figures for two-thirds 
of the Phoenixville budget in 
mid-year 
review, 
council 
determined Thursday night the 
borough is $35,000 overspent.

biggest 
culprits 
are 
municipal administration and 
police, according to Leo Scoda, 
council 
finance 
committee 
chairman. 
Tot al 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
operation and maintenance is 
$16.000 over the $107,000 in the 
1976 budget. Borough 
office, 
maintenance and repairs alone 
account for $10,000 of the deficit. 
The administration category 
includes salaries of borough 
officials, heating, electricity and 
repairs 
in 
the 
municipal 
building on Church Street. 
"I would call it quite distur­ 
bing,” said Scoda. 
Police services are spending 
$13,000 more than is allowed in 
its budget. 
That red mark in the budget is 
coupled with the cost of police 
headquarters over $5,000 on its 
budget allowances, bringing the 
total police operation $18,000 in 
the hole. 
Police services are primarily 
comprised with salaries of of­ 
ficers, 
and 
Scoda 
said 
he 
directed the borough manager 
and finance officer to check the 


1976 computations to see if the 
increase police won through 
arbitration was properly added 
into the budget. 
“We are not so sure why these 
areas are over budget, and that 
is what we are trying to iden­ 
tify,” said Scoda. The Thursday 
meeting was the second in five 
mid-year 
budget 
review 
sessions to check on expenses, 
which opened with what some 
officials called the "doomsday 
prediction” of Finance Officer 
Peter Bradley, that the borough 
will run a $180,000 deficit this 
year. 
Scoda said officials will also 
‘‘check to see if a lot of overtime 
is being given out.” 
Police services are budgeted 
for $505,000. Police headquar­ 
ters expenses, which are run­ 
ning $5,000 over, are allocated 
$7,000. 
The calculations only included 
two-thirds of the total general 
fund, and Scoda said the review- 
of highways maintenance and 
special services, the last third of 
the budget, will be at the next 
session. 
Most of the other areas are 
over or under expended by about 
$2,000 said Scoda, and he hopes 
those costs will balance out by 
the end of the year.

Bamberger said the com­ 
mittee "really doesn’t know the 
people the policy would affect,” 
and supported the idea students 
and faculty 
make the final 
recommendations. 
Through questionnaires, the

the 
academic or active students, 
"don’t want the same as the 
athletes, they just want someone 
to know they are there.” 
Jackets and watches, given to

Education costs 
How will your child's scholarship affect your taxes? 


By SYLVIA PORTER 


As college costs continue to 
soar not only at private in­ 
stitutions but also at state and 
city-funded 
institutions 
too, 
record millions of students will 
be compelled to seek other 
sources 
than 
their 
parents’ 
pocket books for adequate tuition 
money. 
But how will the outside help 
your child gets affect your tax 
bill if you are the student's 
parents? 
As a starter, let's 
assume 
that 
your daughter, 
Loretta, has won a : 
SCHOLARSHIP, This offers 
the best break both for the 
student and the parents, for in 
addition to giving Loretta the 
money she needs for college, a 
scholarship gives you these two 
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special tax breaks: 
(1 ) The money is tax-free to 
your daughter; 
(2 ) You still can get the $750 
dependency deduction, a tax 
credit, and medical deductions 
for her, no m atter how big the 
scholarship award is. 
You get the deductions and the 
credit, of course, only if you 
provide 
more 
than 
half 
of 
Loretta’s support. But that can 
be less of an obstacle than you 
think, as Prentice-Hall 'points 
out, because the tax law says 
that a scholarship does not count 
toward your daughter’s support. 
For instance, say it will cost 
$6,600 to keep Loretta in college 
this year. You pay $3,300 of that 
amount and a $3,400 scholarship 
takes care of the rest. Result: 
Loretta is still your dependent 


for tax purposes. Since the $3,400 
of scholarship money does not 
enter into the picture here, you, 
in effect, are providing all of her 
support: $3,200' out of a total of 
$3,200. 
But since there aren't enough 
scholarships for all who need 
them, say Loretta takes an 
alternate w ay: 
STUDENT 
LOAN. 
T hese 
loans also offer advantages for 
you. 
You 
aren ’t 
personally 
obligated under the loan, and 
your child gets a good training in 
financial responsibility. 
From 
a 
ta x 
view point, 
however, there is one disad­ 
vantage to a student loan. When 
your child gets the loan, the 
money it provides is counted as 
support 
for dependency pur­ 
poses. Take the same facts as in

The Gray Ladies 
Volunteer work is rewarding career for Pottstown women

“It’s a long, hard day. And 
then you spend another day 
getting over the sights you 
saw 
and 
the things 
you 
heard.” 
Mrs. George Harberger, 
641 King St., talks about her 
20-»ome years as a Red Cross 
Gray Lady. Although the 
volunteers have switched to 
blue uniforms and given up 
the color designation in their 
name, the work remains the 
same. 


Mrs. Harberger spent her 
years as a volunteer, every 
Thursday, 
at 
the 
Valley 
Forge 
General 
Hospital, 
P h o e n ix v ille . 
She 
ran 
e r r a n d s 
for 
r e le a s e d 
prisoners 
of 
the 
North 
Vietnamese, wrote letters for 
amputees back from Saigon 
and talked to the soldiiers, 
hoping 
to 
e a se 
th e ir 
homesickness. 


“It’s a subject very dear to 
my. heart,” Mrs. Harberger 
said. “Oh it was sad — very, 


very sad — but those days 
were so rewarding. I m iss 
going down to the hospital.” 
She began her volunteer 
duty 
during 
the 
Korean 
Conflict, 
and 
continued 
working until the hospital 
closed in June, 1973. 


'“During the Vietnam War, 
the corridors and wards were 
crowded 
with 
wounded 
soldiers; we were terribly 
busy,” she said. “We got to 
know the patients well. They 
would be helpless until they 
got somewhat better, and we 
shopped for them, ran their 
errands, did anything that 
would 
make 
them 
more 
comfortable.* * 


Various 
areas 
of 
the 
hospital were assigned to 
specialized 
Gray 
Ladies. 
Som e 
w ould 
work 
in 
recrea tio n , 
others 
had 
library duties. 
Mrs. 
Har­ 
berger served in ail wards of 
the hospital, but spent most 
of her time with the am ­ 
putees 
in 
the orthopedic 
section. 


“I had a lot of empathy for 
these 
young 
m en,” 
the 
volunteer said. “A nephew of 
mine was killed in Vietnam, 
his helicopter shot down by 
the enemy . 1 knew first-hand 
from the patients what was 
going on there, the dreadful 
conditions. 
“The job was rewarding in 
so 
many 
ways, 
but 
the 
saddest thing was walking 
out at the end of the day, and 
knowing they could not.” 
Fam ilies 
visiting 
their 
wounded brothers and sons 
. and husbands were welcome, 
but often 
needed 
mental 
preparation before greeting 
their kin. 


One of the volunteer’s most 
difficult duties was talking to 
the families, easing their 
heartbreak, and preparing 
them for what they would 
see. 


“ We w ere not supposed to 
have any favorites,” Mrs. 
H a rb erg er 
said. 
“ But 
naturally, the sickest ones 
got the most attention. They 


needed us the most.” 
Mrs. Harberger described 
the care at the Army hospital 
as excellent, and the men as 
appreciative. 
The 
POWs 
expressed an eagerness to be 
home, and looked forward to 
seein g 
the 
Red 
C ross 
volunteers as a “touch of the 
outside world where their 
families were.” 


Retired officers also came 
to Valley Forge for treat­ 
ment of illnesses, and their 
stories 
were 
enlightening 
and interesting to the Gray 
Ladies. 


Her 
only 
regret, 
Mrs. 
Harberger concluded, is that 
the hospital closed. “ It is all 
that I am bitter about,” she 
said. “ I saw a great need for 
the hospital; it was very 
efficiently-run. And many of 
the boys who were still sick 
had to be moved to veterans’ 
hospitals much further from 
their families and friends.” 
Red Cross volunteers at 
Pottstown Mem ori a 1 Medical 
Center also put in a long day, 


said Martha Baker, chair­ 
man of the ladies, and the 
rew ards are as bountiful. 
A volunteer for 14 years, 
Mrs. Baker, 226 King St., 
described the end of the day 
feeling, as “a good tired.” 
“You work hard, but you 
k n o w 
y o u 
a r e 
d o i n g 
som ething 
for 
som eone 
else,” she said. The duties of 
the hospital volunteer in­ 
clude 
feeding 
p a tie n ts, 
wheeling them around the 
hospital 
for errands 
and 
delivering mail and Rowers.

Mae 
Christman,

Prospect St., said the most 
important thing is talking to 
the patients, and showing 
interest 
in* them. 
Miss 
Christman has been a Red 
Cross worker in Pottstown 
hospitals for 24 years. 


The Gray Ladies began, 
said Virginia McCall, 
ad­ 
m inistrator of the Pottstown 
Red 
Cross 
office, 
during 
World War I as a group to 
help 
th e 
wounded 
ser­ 
vicemen. 


Although they were not 
allowed 
in 
the 
m edical 
w a r d s , 
t h e y 
s e t 
u p 
recreational centers outside 
for the recuperating soldiers. 
In 1929 the service was 
e x t e n d e d 
to 
c i v i l i a n 
hospitals, and is widespread 
today with 748 volunteers 
working in 
the Delaware 
Valley area. 
The Gray Lady designation 
stem med from the practice 
of a different color uniform 
for every Red Cross service. 
The hospital volunteers wore 
gray, and thus the name 
Gray Lady. 
The Red Cross trains their 
volunteers for hospital duty, 
and 
the 
preparation 
is 
thorough, according to Mrs. 
Baker. 
To become a volunteer, a 
person must like to do things 
for people. That, and a few 
hours a week, are the basic 
requirem ents. 
Knowing you have done 
something for someone else, 
according to Mrs. Baker, is 
the pay.

teen-age children, moved to 
Spring City, along Bonnie

from 
P h i l a d e l p h i a .

Raman, and once he saw the 
area, decided it was “the 
most beautiful and opeo I 
have seen.” 
He 
is 
happy 
to 
have 
rem ained in America after 
his education at Villanova 
University because, he said. 


he is convinced here he can 
“ give 
the 
best 
to 
my 
children.” ■ 
His wife still longs for her 
native India—Raman calls 
her an “old traditionalist,”— 
but she realizes her two 
daughters 
and 
son 
“ are 
happy here.” 
Raman enjoys joining the 
life of his neighbors in Spring 
City, 
and 
was 
recently 
e l e c t e d 
as 
t h i r d 
vice-president of its Lions 
Club. When the Lions Club 
sponsored a hamburger and 
soda stand at the Spring- 
F o r d 
B i c e n t e n n i a l 
celebration, Raman pitched 
in as a volunteer chef. 


Not even that can dissuade 
Bagyalakshmi 
from 
ven­ 
turing

American 
restaurant. She said cooking 
at home is easy, but as a 


vegetarian, hamburgers hold 
no appeal. 


Nor 
can 
her 
children 
dissuade her from a strong 
belief in the Indian custom of 
pa rent-a nr a nged m a rri ages. 
Her m arriage with Raman 
was 
arranged 
by 
their 
parents and the institution is 
‘"‘quite 
successful,” 
said 
Raman. 
Bagyalakshmi 
explains 
parents know best what will 
happen in the future of their 
children’s lives, and parents 
can see beyond the son or 
d a u g h te r’s 
lack 
of 
ex­ 
perience. 


In India, said Raman, girls 
stay close to their m others 
u n t i l 
t h e y 
m a r r y . 
“Everything they have to 
know is learned from the 
mother.” Education beyond 
high school is rare, except in 


the cities and 97 per cent of 
India is rural. 
“There is not that much 
e duc atio n 
for 
women. 
Beyond high school, it is hard 
to come by , and the money is 
just not there. Most girls 
marry at age 16 or 17.” 
If a woman takes the in­ 
dependent 
route, 
goes 
to 
college and decides to chose 
her own husband, by age 24 
“ t h e r e 
a r e 
no 
b o y s 
available.” 
Nonetheless, Raman says 
with 
pride, 
his 
eldest 
daughter, Jhansirani, 16. is 
looking 
toward 
medical 
school. 
“ We 
will 
explain 
our 
customs to our children, but 
we won’t compel them to 
follow them.” said Raman. 
When his son, Mahesh, 15, 
looks askance and laughs, he 
adds, “We will try.”

The Indian family moved 
to Philadelphia when Raman 
began work as a mechanical 
engineer 
and 
moved 
to 
Spring City when he had 
enough 
of 
the 
Schuylkill 
Expressway and took a job in 
Reading. 


“ No one is as advanced in 
the scientific world as the 
United States. I want my 
children to have the op­ 
portunities to find that kind 
of education. I was quite 
successful in India, but op- 
portunites 
are 
limited. 
Unless you are top class, 
there is nothing.” 
Raman is also intrigued by 
the American opportunites 
which would allow a peanut 
farmer like Jimmy Carter to 
aspire to the Presidency. 
“ In 
A m erica, 
even 
a 
peanut farmer can make it to 


be President. That would 
happen no where else.” 
And 
no 
other 
country 
would 
have 
its President 
actually seeking delegates, 
said 
Raman. 
In 
other 
countries, he explained the 
top man would use his in­ 
fluence and shut out any 
competition. 
He was astounded by the 
realization 
of 
10-year-old 
predictions 
of 
the 
late 
President John F. Kennedy. 
Kennedy said in 10 years 
America would have a man 
on the moon and it happened, 
said 
Raman. 
In 
his 
ex­ 
perience, a prediction from a 
politican would never come 
true “ unless that man was 
still on the throne. That is the 
condition.” 
“ That can be quite at­ 
tractive to a man with a 
fam ily,” explained Raman.

CAPE TOWN. South Africa 
(UPI) — Police reinforcements 
flown from Johannesburg 
Friday sealed off three black 
townships hit by rioting, arson 
and looting. Whites, alarmed by 
the worst black rioting to hit the 
city, staged a run on gun stores. 
South Africa's new defense 
chief, Gen. Magnus Malan, 
warned that thecountry “can 
soon expect the possibility of a 
terrorist war,” with black South 
African militants aided by 
Mozambique, Zambia, Bot­ 
swana and Tanzania. 
After two days of violence in 
which 29 blacks were killed and 
100 injured, police described the 
Cape Town townships of 


Guguletu, Nyanga and Langa as 
“calming down but still tense.” 
Authorities refused to say how 
many casualties resulted from 
police fire. 
Sporadic anti-governme nt 
violence still flickered Friday 
and 130 police flown 1,000 miles 
from Johannesburg aided in the 
crackdown on arson and looting. 
A recreation center was 
destroyed and a health clinic 
badly damaged in Nyanga 
more arrests, bringing the total 
since Tuesday to more than 130. 
Officials estimated damage in 
the three townships at $2.3 
million. 
The rioting was the worst ever 


to hit this picturesque harbor 
city of 1.1 million where the 
Indian and Atlantic Oceans 
meet and where whites out­ 
number blacks. 
Firearms stores in Cape Town 
reported a run on guns by whites 
and one store said it sold out 
Friday. 
Police commandant for the 
area, Col. J. H. Vorster, said 
commuter trains were running 
normally. But riot units closed 
off the suburbs to whites and 
police told suppliers of meat, 
bread and milk to stay clear. 
The rioting was in apparent 
sympathy with eruptions outside 
Johannesburg last week in 


which protestors demanded the 
release of student leaders 
rounded up in June during the 
nation's worst racial violence. 
In the sprawling black 
township of Soweto, center of the 
June upheaval which killed 176, 
the Black Peoples Convention 
asked residents to observe 
Sunday as a day of remem­ 
brance for “the people who lost 
their lives in Soweto. ” 
At Benoni, n Johannesburg’s 
western outskirts, 137 youths 
were convicted of violating a 
ban on public meetings imposed 
after the June riots. They were 
sentenced to between four and 
seven lashings each. 


Kelley accused of mismanagement by Carter 
PLAINS, Ga. <AP) - Jimmy 
Carter accused FBI Director 
Clarence Kelley on Friday of 
mismanagement, calling it 
“almost unforgiveable” that 
su b o rd in ates repeatedly 
deceived him about break-ins by 
his agents. 
At the same time Carter 
praised CIA Director George 
Bush and said the release of 
Carter staff memo disparaging 
him had been “a serious 
mistake.” 
The Democratic presidential 
nominee echoed criticism of the 
FBI chief made on Thursday by 


running mate Sen. Walter 
Móndale, D-Minn. Móndale said 
Kelley showed a failure to gain 
management control over the 
bureau when he told Congress on 
more than one occasion that FBI 
agents had stopped conducting 
allegedly illegal break-ins while 
in fact such tactics continued. 
Kelley acknowledged this 
week that because FBI officials 
deceived him in the past, he 
could not rule out the possibility 
such break-ins still were being 
carried out. 
“I agree with Sen. Móndale 
that he (Kelley) has not gotten 


adequate control over the FBI,” 
Carter said. 
"While there is no way to 
prevent mistakes being made 
...to make the same mistake 
tw ice, it is alm ost un­ 
forgiveable.” 
A S' to Bush, Carter said be1 was 
impressed with the way the CIA 
head has been briefing him on 
intelligence m atters. He 
disassociated himself from the 
memo which had described 
President Ford’s appointment of 
Bush and other top ad­ 
ministration officials as purely 
political. 
Rhodesian official killed by landmine 
SALISBURY. Rhodesia (UPI) 
— A white official was blown up 
by a landmine and Rhodesian 
security forces killed five black 
guerrillas in the escalating 
border war with Mozambique- 
based black nationalists, a 
military communique said 
Friday. 
Premier Ian Smith, in a radio 
and television interview Friday, 
invited major Western powers to 
participate in finding a peace 
formula for his country. “That is 
why I welcome American in­ 
terest in this part of the world.” 
he said. 
The military communique 
said the six deaths took place in 
the past 48 hours near the 
eastern frontier with Mozam­ 
bique. 
It identified the slain ad­ 
ministrative official as John 
Edgar Hudson, 23, and said he 
was killed in a landmine ex­ 
plosion. It said guerrillas also 
burned to death a black school 
superintendent and another 
black “had his upper lip and one 
ear severed. 
“After making his wife cook 
his severed flesh, the terrorists 
forced him to eat it,” the 
communique said. “Both these 
barbaric acts were perpetrated 
without apparent motive.” 
The report followed the 
bloodiest encounters between

The Salisbury government has 
said the strike was in reprisal 
for a guerrilla mortar attack 
Sunday on a Rhodesian army 
camp in which five soldiers died.

Soil tests indicate no life on M ars 
PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — A 
Viking 1 lab analysis of soil on 
Mars has found little or no 
organic material, scientists said 
Friday. The data do not point 
toward the presence of life. 
However, Dr. Klaus Biemann 
noted that some organic matter 
could be present in amounts too 
small to be detected by Viking, 
and biologists said the findings 
do not rule out the presence of 
life in the soil. 
“It would still be possible to 
have a significant population of 
organisms in the soil without 
detecting organic material,” 
said chief Viking scientist Dr. 
Gerald Soffen. He added that 
this would be true only if there 
a small number of dead bodies 
for each live organism in the 
sample. 
Most of the organic matter — 
chemical compounds based on 
the element carbon — in earth’s 
soil rep resents decomposed 
dead organisms. 
Biemann said the data were 
preliminary and needed further 
it- 


“The molecular experiment is 
not a life-detection experiment. 
It is designed to detect organic 
material in the soil which may 
be there completely independent 
of living systems,” he added. 
Although life as known on 
earth usually goes hand in hand 
with an abundance of organic 
material in the soil, scientists 
said they could imagine unique 
Martian scenarios where this 
would not be true. 
“I see no reason why it 
couldn't be that the carbon is 
mainly in the atmosphere,” said 
Dr. Harold Klein, head of the 
Viking biology team. “Perhaps 
in the way the carbon is turned 
over on Mars it remains in the 
soil for only a short time.” 
Biemann said the analysis 
I n s t r u m e n t , a G a s 
Chromatograph Mass Spec­ 
trometer, would detect organic 
molecules in amounts greater 
than one part in a million. 
Organics could be present in 
smaller amounts, although 
Soffen said, "That’s not a great 


Klein stressed the need for 
more testing. 
Discussing over-all results of 
biology experiments so far, 
Klein said that one biology 
experiment has given unex­ 
plained results that might mean 
something in the soil is 
assimilating carbon from the 
atmosphere, which is a process 
of living organisms. 
He said the number of living 
organisms that could produce 
those results would be small 
enough that the organic analysis 
experiment would not detect 
them. 
The first stage of life-seeking 
t e s t s by t h e r o b o t 
minilaboratory produced in­ 
conclusive reports, but a repeat 
of the experiment will be started 
in a few days. Some will be 
carried out on soil samples that 
have been heated to destroy any 
life. If these tests show no ac­ 
tivity at all, it increases chances 
the results from the first round 
of tests were caused by living 


TEL AVIV (UPI) — Israeli 
gunboats have taken control of 
the sea lanes leading to 
Lebanon’s two southern ancient 
ports of Tyre and Sidon, cutting 
off arms supplies to Moslem and 
Palestinian forces in the 
Lebanese civil war, the national 
radio said Friday. 
The semi-official station said 
th e patro l b o ats have 
“prevented a number of arms 
and ammunitions supply ships 
from making delivery to 
M oslem s and te rro rists 
(Palestinians) in the past few 
days.” 
It said “ a num ber of 
suspicious ships have been 
damaged,” apparently con­ 
firming reports from Beirut that 
Israel was behind recent attacks 
on ships bringing weapons to the 
two ports. 
“The Israeli navy is patrolling 
the sea lanes leading to the 
southern Lebanese ports of 
Sidon and Tyre checking 
suspicious ships,” the radio 
said. “Ships carrying weapons 
to the Moslems are prevented 
from entering the area.” 
A spokesman for Israel's 
military command refused to 
comment on the report but the

FBI is ordered 
to investigate 
Roselli murder 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Attorney General Edward H. 
Levi late Friday ordered the 
FBI to investigate the murder of 
underworld figure John Roselli, 
who told the Senate Intelligence 
Committee he once sought to 
assassinate Fidel Castro for the 
CIA.D epartm ent spokesm an 
Robert J. Havel said Levi asked 
the FBI to determine if the 
murder was committed as a 
result of his com m ittee 
testimony or in order to prevent 
possible future testimony . 
Roselli’s body was found last 
weekend stuffed in a chain- 
weighted, 55-gallon drum 
floating in a bay near Miami. He 
had been missing since he left 
his sister’s home on July 28 to 
play golf. 
Havel said Levi ordered the 
FBI to enter the case in response 
to requests from Sen. Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn„ and Daniel K. 
Inouye, D-Hawaii. 
The Justice Department had 
come under increasing public 
criticism since announcing 
early in the week that it had no 
plans to seek an DBI in­ 
vestigation of the Roselli killing.

Guilty plea entered 


by FBI official to 


criminal charges 
WASHINGTON (AP) — An 
FBI official pleaded guilty 
Friday to a criminal charge of 
converting FBI property to his 
own use, the first charge 
brought in a wide-ranging probe 
of alleged financial im­ 
proprieties in the bureau. 
John P. Dunphy, chief of the 
bureau’s exhibits section, en­ 
tered a guilty plea in U.S. 
District Court in Washington to 
a charge of converting to his 
personal use lumber and other 
materials owned by the FBI. 
The Justice Department said the 
value of the converted property 
was $100 or less. 
It was believed to be the first 
criminal charge in the bureau’s 
history against an FBI employe 
in connection with his work. 
Dunphy resigned from his 
$37,800-a-year job at the close of 
business T hursday, said 
department spokesman Robert 
Havel. Dunphy entered the plea 
as part of an agreement with 
department prosecutors. Justice 
Department spokesman Robert 
Havel said. 
Havel refused to disclose the 
other terms of the plea bargain. 
However, such agreements 
usually require the defendant to 
cooperate with investigators by 
providing additional in­ 
formation about others involved 
in wrongdoing. 
Dunphy has been with the FBI 
28 years. At the time of his 
resignation he was in charge of 
the section which builds exhibits 
for use in training programs and 
other displays. 
Dunphy faces a possible 
maximum sentence of one year 
in prison and a $1,000 fine. The 
court postponed sentencing.

Carter relative 


wounded himself 
VACAVILLE, Calif. (UPI) — 
A nephew of presidential can­ 
didate Jimmy Carter was 
recovering Friday in the state 
prison at Vacaville from 
superficial wounds which of­ 
ficials suspected he inflicted on 
himself to attract attention. 
William Carter Spann, 29, was 
committed to Vacaville in June 
to serve two 10-years-tolife 
terms for armed robbery in San 
Francisco. His mother is Car­ 
ter’s sister, Gloria Spann, and 
his father, William, is a farmer. 
Thomas Charleston, prison 
information officer, said the 
wounds, discovered Sunday, 
were not stab wounds and were 
“ more like scratches.” He said 
he believed Spann cut himself in 
an effort to get more attention. 
Spann is kept in an isolation 
cell and has a two-man escort 
whenever he is allowed out in 
the yard to exercise. Therefore, 
Charleston said it was “highly 
improbable anyone could stab 
him.” 
Spann's version came in a 
letter to the Oakland Tribune in 
which he called himself "Jimmy 
Carter’s black sheep nephew.” 
The prisoner said he was 
jumped and stabbed twice in the 
shoulder but defended by a 
friendly inmate. 
Last month Spann testified in 
court in San Francisco against 
his former robbery partner, and 
he expressed fear that as a 
result other inmates were out to 
get him. He wants to be tran­ 
sferred to another state, 
preferably to a federal prison. 
“ I did an armed robbery with 
a gun—I deserve to do some 
time,” he wrote. “I just want to 
live long enough to experience

Insult Champions in 
(«over n men t 
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ere we are in what is both an 
election year and our Bicen­ 
tennial Year, and what we are 


hearing from our politicians 
indicates that they are carefully follow­ 
ing Sen. Thomas Corwin’s advice to 
James Garfield: “Never make people 
laugh. If you would succeed in life, you 
must be solemn, solemn as an ass. All 
great monuments are built over solemn 
asses.” 
But this has not always been the case 
with politicians—indeed, humor, wit and 
invective were for years the most enjoy­ 
able and edifying aspects of political 
campaigns and in our legislative halls. 
Sometimes the wit was brutal, as when 
the all-time Insult: Champion of the 
Unified States Senate, John Randolph 
of Roanoke, asserted that the selection 
of Richard Rush for the Treasury was: 
"The most unfortunate political appoint­ 
ment since Caligula made his hone a 
Consul.” One of the rare occasions 
when Randolph’s gift for invective was 
matched was when Sam Houston of 
Texas on the floor of the Senate re­ 
marked of Thomas Jeffenon Green: “He 
has all the characteristics of a dog— 
except loyalty.” 
'The undisputed Insult Champion of 
the House of Representatives was 
Speaker Thomas Brackett Reed of 
Maine. When the Democratic Floor 
Leader William M. Springer of Illinois 
declared in debate, “I’m right, I know 
I'm right, so I say with Henry Clay, Sir, 
I would rather be right than be' Presi­ 
dent,” Reed snapped, "The gentleman 
from Illinois will never be either!” 
In the days before TV and radio, pols

had to meet the voters in person on the 
hustings, and the candidate who couldn't 
give as well as he got didn’t last long. 
But even the superb Republican oratori­ 
cal duelist, President Theodore Roose­ 
velt. was occasionally bested by a heck­ 
ler. Once during a campaign speech, he 
found himself being constantly inter­ 
rupted by a drunk shouting, "I’m a Dem­ 
ocrat!” Roosevelt finally paused and 
asked. “May I ask the gentleman why he 
is a Democrat?” The drunk replied, “My 
grandfather was a Democrat; my father 
was a Democrat; and I am a Democrat.” 
Roosevelt then asked, “My friend, sup­ 
pose your grandfather had been a jack­ 
ass and your father had been a jackass— 
what would you, be?” The drunk replied 
instantly, “A Republican!” 


Hecklers understand what most poli­ 
ticians do not—that brevity is the soul of 
wit. Take, for example, the Champion 
Male American Heckler who, when 
Earl Warren was seeking re-election as 
Governor of California and opened his 
address with. “I'm pleased to see such 
a dense crowd here tonight,” interrupted 
with. “Don’t be too pleased, Governor— 
we ain’t all dense!” 
These usually anonymous hecklers 
have provided much of the best cam­ 
paign wit in America. For example, there 
was an unknown Arkansas lady who is 
the Champion Female American Heck­ 
ler. When a Prohibitionist candidate, 
also a woman, became so overexcited 
about the joys of temperance as to de­ 
clare, “In fact. I would rather commit 
adultery than take a glass of beer,” this 
lady heckler shouted from the back of 
the hall. “Who wouldn’t!” 
The Wittiest American Woman In 
Politics was Nancy Astor. who left Vir­ 
ginia for London, where she became the 
first woman ever elected to Parliament, 
fn her most famous exchange with Win­ 
ston Churchill, she listened impatiently 
as he expounded views quite the opposite 
of her own. Finally, unable any longer 
to hold her tongue, she burst forth: 
"Winston, if you were my husband, I 
would flavor your coffee with poison." 
Immediately Churchill answered her: 
"Madam, if I were your husband, I 
should drink it.” 


In our Congress there is something 
called "Congressional courtesy” that is 
supposed, to protect Congressmen from 
the grossest insults of fellow members. 
The Best Evader of Congressional 
Courtesy was a Republican Congress­ 
man. Henry Johnson of Indiana, who 
was ruled out of order for calling a Rep­ 
resentative from Ohio a “jackass.” John­ 
son apologized and said, *T withdraw 
the unfortunate word. Mr. Speaker, but 
I insist that the gentleman from Ohio., 
is out of order.” When the gentleman 
from Ohio demanded, “How am I out of 
order?" Johnson answered. "Prbbably a 
veterinarian could tel you.” 
The wit of politicians, however, is not 
limited to insulting and inciting one an­ 
other. Indeed, the greatest service of wit 
is to defuse ugly political tensions. On 
one of the few occasions when our Con­ 
gress was in the grip of religious preju­ 
dice. the terrible hatred against Mor­ 
mons was being whipped up in the debate 
over whether Reed Smoot of Utah should 
be allowed to sit in the Senate since he 
was a Morrnan, although he had only 
one wife. The vitriolic arguments were 
ended and the matter was settled in 
Smoot's favor when another Senator re­ 
marked: “I’d rather have a polygamist 
who doesn't polyg than a monogamist 
who doesn't monog.” 
In, this election year we will suffer 
even more than usual from the after- 
dinner political speaker who must invari­ 


ably respond to an introduction that is 
either too flattering or too insulting. The 
After-Dinner Political Speaker Cham­ 
pions were the Republican Senator from 
New York. Chaunoey Depew; and Am­ 
bassador Joseph H. Choate. At a dinner, 
Depew introduced Choate as "America's 
most inveterate after-dinner speaker. All 
you need to do to get a speech out of 
Mr. Choate is to open his mouth, drop 
in a dinner—and up comes a speech."’ 
When Choate rose to speak, he said: “Mr. 
Depew says that if you open my mouth 
and drop in a dinner, up will come a 
speech. But I warn you that if you open 
your mouths and drop in one of Mr. 
Depew’s speeches, up will come your 
dinners.” 
No other American politician has been 
as constant in his use of humor and wit 
as was Abraham Lincoln: and none, not 
even Adlai Stevenson, was more criti­ 
cized for it. It was almost impossible for 
Lincoln to have a conversation, let alone 
make a speech, without telling at least 
one funny story to illuminate the point

he was making. When he was criticized 
by his own Secretary of the Treasury. 
Salmon Chase, for telling stories at Cabi­ 
net meetings. Lincoln replied: “They say 
I tell a great many stories. I reckon 1 
do. But I have found in the course of a 
large experience that common people, 
take them as they run, are more easily 
informed through the medium of a broad 
and humorous illustration than in any 
other way. As to what the hypercritical 
few may think. I don’t care.” 
Adlai Stevenson followed Lincoln's 
example. His speeches were leavened by 
levity and invigorated by invective, and 
he used his wit to set an example of 
courage (what Hemingway called "grace 
under pressure”) during his two defeats 
in running for the Presidency. On one 
■occasion he was reminded, he said, of 
James Eli Watson of Indiana who had 
been elected to the U.S. Senate by an 
overwhelming majority but was later de­ 
feated for re-election, also by an over­ 
whelming majority. Stevenson quoted: 
“I was sent to this august body with very 
little opposition from the people, and 1 
leave it with none.” And on the other 
occasion Stevenson said, as Lincoln had 
once remarked, that he felt like the boy 
who had stubbed his toe: “It hurts too 
bad to laugh, and he was 
nm 
too big to cry.”

“I fail to comprehend the fascination with certain 
details about me, such as whether I’ve dyed my hair 
or what my height is.

If a guy comes up to me and 
asks for some help and a conversation 
ensues, 1 enjoy that Immensely and find 
it very refreshing. 
FW: What prompted you to get a court 
order to stop one woman admirer from 
following you around? 
REDFORD: She was absolutely incred­ 
ible and amazingly resourceful-could 
have opened her own detective agency. 
Somehow she always knew where I was 
going to be and show ed up-in my studio 
dressing room, at my hotel. She followed 
me all over the U.S. We didn't actually 
have much confrontation, although a 
couple of times she managed to reach me. 
FW: Surely being so famous and desir­ 
able must give you some satisfaction. 
What do you enjoy about being a super­ 
star and sex symbol? 


REDFORD: I'm really thrilled with all 
the praise that goes along w ith my image. 
And 1 don’t honestly believe there's a 
■person in the world who wouldn't be. If 
someone comes up to me on the street 
and says sincerely and politely that he 
enjoys my work, it gives me great pleas­ 
ure. 1 appreciate it all the more because 
1 like to he able to flatter other people, 
too, and I know how difficult it is. I in­ 
variably bungle every compliment 1 try 
to lay on someone. 
FW: Can you understand why the public 
is so interested in you? 
REDFORD: It's hard for me to come to 


terms with it. I feel I'm not the same per­ 
son as the one on the screen. The man 
that the public relates to is not really me. 
It’s a very complicated issue, but I just 
feel there's a separatism there. And I fail 
to comprehend the fascination with cer­ 
tain details about me, such as whether 
I’ve dyed my hair or what my height is. 
Not long ago some reporter did a w hole 
article on my height. With people starv­ 
ing all over the world. I think that is a 
pretty ridiculous thing to write about. 
[Nevertheless, to set the record straight, 
he's 5-11.] 
FW: Considering the profession you're 
in, your 17-year marriage to Lola is un­ 
usually enduring. Why do you think it 
has been so successful? 
REDFORD: We still can't get enough of 
each other! I think we feel this way be­ 
cause we have the same basic values. 
We both love nature and the outdoors. 
We find learning exciting and share the 
insecurity of not having had much for­ 
mal education. And yet we’re enough 
unalikc to hold many opposing points of 
view. Lola, for instance, respects our po­ 
litical system, while I'm quite critical of 
it. So we can stimulate each other and 
argue rather artistically. 


FW: Do you argue only about important 
issues? 
REDFORD: No. it's totally unpredict­ 
able. We might fight over something 
trivial, like who will set the table or who 
left a wet rag in the sink. 
FW: As the father of three, what beliefs 
do you have about raising children? 
REDFORD: I think it's important to ex­ 
press affection and love for them as often 
as possible hut also to treat them as real 
people. Don't use baby talk. Above all, 
don't overtrain and overteach. There is 
a limit to the amount of advice a parent 
should give kids. Many things they'll just 
have to find out the “hard way,” which 
to me is often the most attractive and 
enjoyable way. 


FW: What do you like most about your 
children? 
REDFORD: I find them fun to be around 
because they're very aware and have ter­ 
rific senses of humor. And 1 enjoy the 
challenge of trying to keep up with their 
enormous energy. Wc do a lot of out­ 
door activities together, especially skiing. 
FW: How has your fame affected them? 
REDFORD: They're fairly well adjusted 
now. but they’ve had a difficult time. 
For example, we can't do certain things 
together as a family, like going out to a 
restaurant, very easily. And their rela­ 
tionships with other children have been 
affected. Shauna and Jamie tend to he 
very guarded because they don't know at 
first whether the friendship is genuine or 
has some kind of angle. I'm sorry they 
think this way because it breeds a cyni­ 
cism which I think is unhealthy. 
FW: Turning to your film career—are 
acting roles of less importance to you 
than the overall impact or message of 
the film?

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Redford and Lola, hia wife of 17 years:

REDFORD: Many times this has been 
the case. I've turned down some really 
flashy and exciting parts to do films that 
more or less incorporate my own beliefs. 
Instead of acting in “Cuckoo’s Nest,” for 
example. I chose to produce and act in 
“All the President’s Men,” which was a 
much more meaningful film to me. In 
“The Candidate,” I felt the role of cam­ 
paign manager was a much more attrac­ 
tive one for an. actor than the candidate 
himself, but it became clear that the in­ 
terests of the picture would best be 
served if I played the candidate. 
FW: "The Candidate" and several of 
your other films deal with competition 
and winning. How does this theme relate 
to your own background and beliefs? 
REDFORD: When I was growing up in 
California, I was active in sports. There 
were very definite notions associated 
with athletic competition. One was that 
if you played it straight and with a smile 
and put your best foot forward and that 
foot had a shine on its shoes, you'd be 
all right. And what supposedly counted 
was not whether you won or lost but 
how you played. I found these assump­ 
tions to be totally false. I cared very 
deeply about winning and had a strong 
competitive instinct. As a child I used to 
have a terrible temper and would want 
to cry or throw the bat when I lost. 
Once I actually did throw my racquet in 
a tennis tournament, and it broke. The 
people booed, and I was disqualified for 
such a display. I felt like a total failure. 
FW: On the screen you come across as 
both a woman's man and a man's man. 
In real life, are you equally close to both 
sexes? 
REDFORD: N o. I definitely fav o r 
women. It’s been that way all my life, 
although I’ve had good male friends, and 
I’ve grown up in pretty much of a male 
chauvinist society, in which status de­ 
pended on how' tough you. were, how fast 
your car could go and the command you 
had over your girl. But somehow I had 
female friends that were more substan­ 
tial. And today there are more women 


than men in my life who 1 work with and 
rely on. I think that I tend to trust 
women more. 
FW: What misconceptions, and labels by 
the press and public bother you most? 
REDFORD: I’m particularly sensitive 
about being labeled a WASP. Just be­ 
cause I have blond hair and blue eyes 
people see me as sort of an upper-class 
all-American. I don't feel part of that im­ 
age at all. I’m much too troubled. 1 
didn't grow up in a privileged neighbor­ 
hood. 1 never liked school and didn’t 
finish college. 
FW: But people also associate you with 
rebel roles—the.Sundance Kid, Jeremiah 
Johnson. . . . 
REDFORD: That comes closer. I'm not 
as tough or durable as Jeremiah John­ 
son. and I'm not quite the outlaw that 
the Sundance Kid was. but I probably 
identify more with the Sundance Kid 
than any other character I’ve played. 
FW: What 
is your attitude toward 
money? 
REDFORD: First of all, I don’t have 
anywhere hear the kind of money people 
have been led to believe. I may do three 
or four films in a row and then go two | 
years without doing any, so it comes in 
very erratically. I’ve never really been 
concerned with it. I’ve just always had a 
strong feeling it would work itself out 
even when I had none, and I’ve never 
made money a prime consideration in 
choosing my projects. Possessions. I be­ 
lieve. are unimportant and just as transi­ 
tory as Christmas gifts. Under the tree 
they seem flaming hot; in a week they’ve 
already faded: and within two weeks 
they're usually broken or lost. The more 
material things you have,, the more clut- I 
tered your life becomes. The only com- I 
modify I really trust is land. Private land I 
is becoming scarcer and scarcer. I put I 
most of my money into land and buy it I 
whenever I can. 
FW: In what ways do your home and I 
ski resort at Sundance [Provo. Utah] I 
embody the beliefs and values you’ve I 
been discussing? 
REDFORD: We’ve been striving to make I 
the whole Sundance complex as natural I 
and self-sufficient as possible. We’re in-1 
stalling solar collectors for heating and I 
windmills for electricity. We grow our I 
own feed for stock and have our own I 
vegetable garden. The overall intent is I 
to be entirely free from the big com I 
panics and accumulations of capital I 
which are so powerful and exploit the I 
individual. And we want to offer a place I 
where people can escape from their own I 
artificia] and synthetic surroundings. 11 
know' all this sounds a bit utopian, but I 
I don’t think it is wrong to strive for it. I 
even if we fail in some ways. Instead of I 
talking about my beliefs until I’m blue I 
in the face. I d rather try to make them I 
work so that I can demonstrate 
I 
them to others. 
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Some “hot” hot-weather info: Your 
body has a neat way of venting heat. 
It sends hot blood from deep inside 
the body to just beneath skin sur­ 
faces, where the air can cool! It. Then 
your skin “ sweats,"' taking heat from 
the body as the water evaporates info 
the air. Tight binding clothes prevent 
the blood from circulating, so always 
wear loose, light (sun-deflecting) 
clothing during the dog days. To 
sweat, you’ve got to drink a lot. 
Ice-cold drinks are refreshing, but the 
cooling feeling is only temporary. 
Because they draw blood to the diges­ 
tive tract area, in the long run iced 
drinks disrupt the body’s cooling 
system, and you feel “hotter than 
ever.” Likewise, cool showers are 
better than ice-cold ones. Icy wafer 
closes your blood vessels down, 
keeping the blood inside where the 


heat can’t be dispelled. Setting your 
air conditioner in the 70's will do just 
fine as long as household humidity 
is pushed down to about 50. Humidity 
is the key—when it’s low, your body 
thermostat will evaporate perspiration 
into the air. Sweat is what your 


body uses- to get rid of heat. When 
you sweat, you lose salt—especially 
at the beginning of summer, when the 
sweat glands release more body 
salts. Dizziness, faintness, headache, 
nausea, stomach or muscle cramps 
after activity in hot weather may mean 


you re a candidate for salt tablets. 
The best kind are the coated ones 
which don’t dissolve until they get 
past your stomach and into your intes­ 
tines. They're less likely to cause 
stomach upset. But warning: If you 
have high blood pressure, salt pills 
can be downright dangerous. In fact, 
sweating can be a blessing tor high 
blood-pressure victims. If you’re 
taking blood-pressure medication, 
you may need less in a heat spell, 
so check with your doctor. Special 
tip: Tall gin-and-tonics have long 
been used in the tropics as “coolers.” 
The aspirinlike component of the 
“tonic” makes you sweat, and the 
alcohol dilates the blood vessels 
to speed up the escape of heat. Of 
course, everything has its bad 
side, too: The tropics have produced 
a respectable number of alcoholics, 
—Irwin Polk, M.D.

Results 
showed small-town residents much more 
willing to permit strangers to enter their 
homes. City residents in 75 percent of 
the cases interrogated the stranger by 
shouting through a closed door. In the 
towns, residents opened the door before 
questioning the person in 75 percent of 
the cases, and in no case was the door 
not opened at all. 
Z True. A study of attitudes conducted 
by a team of university investigators 
showed that people were much more in­ 
clined to trust an unknown woman than 
an unknown man. It's also interesting to 
note that in other psychological studies 
women have been found to score signifi­ 
cantly higher than men on measurements 
of altruism and concern for the welfare 
of others.

people try to be helpful, or that they are 
mostly just looking out for themselves?"

.2 cups diced fresh tomatoes or 1 can (1 lb.)

1. Sauté almonds with bacon in 10- to 12-inch 
skillet. When almonds are lightly roasted and 
bacon crisp, .remove from, skillet with slotted, 
spoon. 
2. Add .zucchini, eggplant and onion to skillet; 
cover and cook over medium-low heat for 15 
minutes, shaking pan or stirring often to pre­ 
vent sticking. 
3. Mix in. flour, then add tomatoes, breaking 
them up with spoon into chunks. Stir in garlic, 
salt, pepper and basil. 
4. Layer vegetable mixture, almonds, bacon 
and. cheese slices in. 2-qt. baking dish, ending 
with bacon and almonds in ring on top. 
5. To serve right away» bake uncovered in pre­ 
heated 400* F. oven for 15 to 20 minutes or 
until bubbly throughout. 
6. To serse later, cover and refrigerate. To 
heat, uncover and bake in preheated 400*F.
